Mayoral candidates Walter 
Milton Sr. in Granite City and 
John Hamm in Madison have 
received the endorsement of tHe 
Tri-City Chapter of the Greater 
Madison County Federation of 
Labor.

“We screened more than 100 
candidates with interviews on 
three successive Saturdays,”

“The committee met five 
times prior to making its presen- 
tation (Thursday). Because this 
is a blue-collar community, we 
felt a responsibility to put’ a lot 
of time and effort into the 
endorsement process. 

“‘We wanted to make sure we 
picked the person who will best 
represent blue-collar interests in 
each office. 

While the interviewing of ¢an- 
didates was important, Hoover 
said, the committee also..made 
an extensive check of each can- 
didate’s background with union 
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locals and labor leaders * 

“In a screening interview the 
candidates are naturally going to 
tell us what they think we want 
to hear,” Hoover said. ‘‘We 
needed to go back and-check to 
make sure we were being told 
the whole. truth.’’ 

Hoover said the screening 
committee went out of its way to 
protect the integrity of its selec- 
tion process. > 

““No candidate came before us 
with an inside track on the 
endorsement,’’ Hoover said. 

“‘Any member of our commit- 
tee who had any connection with 
a candidate was excluded from 
the decision-making process for 
that candidate.” 

In Granite City, Hoover said, 
nine of the 10 mayoral candi- 
dates — all’but Archie Lupardts 
— were interviewed. 

Hoover said about 98 percent 
of the endorsed candidates have 
an extensive background in 
organized labor, but: he said 
there are some with no union 
background who have a long his- 
tory of supporting labor issues.

County Board 
members drop 
mileage claims 


Madison County Board members appear ready 
to begin living by their own rules now that a flap 
over mileage claims has been defused. 

“We have made our rules, and now it’s time for 
us to follow them,”’ board Chairman Nelson Hag- 
nauer said Wednesday in an unusual post-meeting 
address to the County Board 

Mileage claims submitted by members of the 
County Board’s Right of Way Committee for an 
unannounced meeting last month were withdrawn 
Wednesday, shortly before the full County Board 
was to vole on whether to allow them. 

Under County Board rules adopted four months 
ago, mileage reimbursements are only permitted 
for committee meetings listed on the county 
clerk’s weekly schedule. 

The Feb. 2 meeting of the Right of Way Commit- 
tee was not listed. Nonetheless, the Finance Com- 
mittee voted two weeks ago to allow the payments. 

On Wednesday, Right of Way Committee mem- 
ber Dennis Dubbelde of Rosewood Heights with- 
drew the mileage claims of all three comunittee 
members because of questions over the legality of 
the Feb. 2 meeting. State law requires 24-hour 
notice for any meeting of an elected body. 

“There seems to have been some question as to 
whether the meeting was legally 
held,"’ Dubbelde, a freshman 
board member, said. - 

Right of Way Commitiee Chair- 
man Homer Henke, Dubbelde and 
committee member Jack Orrill 
submitted mileage ‘claims totaling 
less than $10 for the Feb. 2 meet- 
ing. 

Henke has said the Feb. 2 meet- 
ing did not appear on the county 
clerk’s schedule because a county 
employee who usually took care of 
the posting had forgotten to call 
the clerk's office.

A briefing on a_ feasibility 
study being done by the Illinois 
Department of Transportation 
indicated an environmental 
impact statement could be done 
during this year and 1994, with 
financing bonds sold in 1995 and 
service under way as early as 
1997. Durbin said 

The IDOT study is expected: to 
be finished sometime this spring 
and will include cost projections, 
a financing plan and recommen- 


dations for grade-crossing chang 
es and avoiding conflicts with 
freight operations 

Durbin said the group agreed 
that all the high-speed trains 
should at least stop at Alton, 
Springfield, Bloomington and 
Joliet. He said up to six trains 
per day might be feasible 

He Said the goal was to get 
Passengers to Chicago in half the 
time it.takes by car and for at 
least 50 percent of the cost of 
flying. Two-hour service from 
Springfield to Chicago would 
lure many people out of their 
cars, he said. 

The financing method for high- 
speed rail is not on track. Dur- 
bin said no money would be 
available from the’ $31 billion in 


federal transportation projects 
proposed by President Clinton 

However, he said the officials 
attending the meeting were 
excited about thé potential 

/‘We discussed the tremendous 
opportunities high-speed rail 
could create for our region and 
the need to let the public know 
about these benefits. High-speed 
rail would help attract new busi- 
ness to the corridor and make 
central Illinois more accessible." 
Durbin said 


He said Illinois is ahead of 
most states because a feasibility 
study is under way and track 
improvements have been made 
in recent years

Most people would agree that 
schools need to teach children 
the basics. But reaching a con- 
sensus of what those basics are 
would be difficult. 

Even in so cut-and-dried a sub- 
ject as mathematics, there are 

uestions about what basics 

ould be taught. 

“On the Shoulders of Giants: 
New Approaches to Numeracy 
(National Reséarch Council, 
$17.95) attempts to answer some 
of these questions with five 
essays written by mathemati- 
cians. 

The essays cover five different 
strands of mathematical thought 
and explore how these ideas 
could be taught to children. 

Editor of the book, Lynn 
Arthur Steen, outlines common 
themes from the five essays to 
show what different areas of 
mathematics have in common. 

The five areas explored in the 
book are not presented as what 
should be taught, but rather 
what could be taught. Steen con- 
cludes that five different, equal- 
ly relevant, strands of mathe- 
matics could have been chosen 
over the ones presented. 

Steen defines mathematics as 
the science of pattern and order. 
This science is increasingly 
affecting every aspect of our 
lives from banking to manufac-

More of your Social Security 
benefits could be taxabie under 
a proposal by President Bill 
Clinton's administration. The 
change would tax up to 85 per- 
cent of benefits received by indi 
viduals or couples, an increase 
from the current 50 percent. 

Beginning in 1984, up to 50 per- 
cent of Social Security and Rail- 
road Retirement (Tier I) bene- 
fits have been included in 
taxable income for individuals 
with annual income exceeding 
$25,000 and for couples with 
income above $32,000. The Con 
@ressional Budget Office esti- 
mates that 21 percent of Social 
Security beneficiaries pay some 
income tax on their benefits. 
Income taxes collected on Social 
Security benefits, about $5 billion 
per year, are deposited in the 
Social Security trust funds

Measurement is a common 
area in the strands of mathemat- 
ies discussed in the book. Expe- 
rience with geometric quantities 
of length, area and volume; with 
arithmetic quantities of size, 
order and labels; with random 
variables through spinners or 
coin tosses and with variables 
that change as the situations 
change, all represent challenges 
of measurement, Steen Says. 

Children need to learn ‘how to 
measure in a wide variety of 
ways and situations, and learn- 
ing to do so represents the 
beginning of mathematical liter- 
acy, she says. 

Symmetry is another common 
theme in mathematical strands, 
Steen says, but unlike measure- 
ment, symmetry is not usually 
studied in schoo!
